for next year at eighty-one cents, 
a net increase over 
this 
year of 
eighteen and 
a 
half 
cents. 
The 
school hoard found it necessary 
to 
raise the levy because 
the 
board 
has been paving expenses this year 
on borrowed «money, dne to the fact 
that the state board of tax commis­ 
sioners would not permit the levy 
wffiieh was 
fixed 
last year by the 
school hoard. 


The special school 
tax for next 
year was put at thirty cents, an in­ 
crease of five cents; the tuition tax 
at forty-five cents, an increase 
of 
fifteen and a half 
cents, 
and the 
bond tax at six cents, 
reduction 
of two cents. 
The raise in the tuition fund levy 
was necessary because of the high­ 
er salaries paid school teachers. It 
is stated that in Rushville alone the

this was the obv ious thing to 
do. 
W ith an immense and v ietorius army 
to back them up, the 
allies 
would 
hav e had no trouble, he points out, 
in bringing Germany to an immediate 
settlement. Out of his knowledge of 
the facts—which is, of course, un­ 
questioned—he says positiv ely that 
peace could hav e been declared be­ 
fore Christmas of 1918. 
Colonel House does not need to 
tell us why th# - desirable action wa> 
not taken. We know that WTiIson, ob­ 
sessed wiv tf a v ision of himself as 
the sav ior of the world and the dic­ 
tator of its future happiness, hitd to 
force a halt until he could go to Eu 
rope in fitting pomp, and that after 
he arriv ed in Paris the essential bu­ 
siness of making peace had to wait 
until he could graft on the 
treaty 
his pet project 
Can any reasonable man doubt 
that a treaty containing 
the 
same 
essentials of 
peace 
between Ger­ 
many add the allies that appeared 
in the final draft at Versailles could 
hav e been ready a month after the 
signing of the “armistice? 
Disposi­ 
tion of the sktill of the Sultan Oga- 
wa might hav e had to 
wait, hut 
much more important 
items 
than 
this are waiting still. Colonel House 
—a first class -authority—says * it 
could hav e been done, and ought to 
hav e been done. 
But Wilson stopped it so that he 
might force 
incorporation 
of 
his 
league plan, a stratagem hv which 
he hoped to compel its adoption 4>y 
the United » States. But though 
the 
American people would hav e 
ap­ 
prov ed a plain peace treaty immed­ 
iately, the ov erburden of the league 
was too much for it to swallow-. And 
as it could not disentangle the two 
it w-n«? compelled to reject the trea­ 
ty. Thus Wilson’s course, and 
not 
the attitude of the Senate, is respon. 
sible for the failure of the 
treaty. 
We hav e the testimony of Colonel 


House to prov e it, and if we needed 
anything more to show the personal 
ambition 
that 
dictated 
Wilson's 
whole course as a peacemaker, we 
might turn to the conv incing exposi­ 
tion of his 
motiv e* presented 
by 
Count Bernstorff, who, though not to 
be trusted in some matters, finds it 
to his own interest to place the Pre­ 
sident’s activ ities for f>eaee 
in 
as 
good a light as possible. 
Bernstorff shows that Wilsoh kept 
us out of war to serv e his own per­ 
sonal ambitions, and it is 
obv ious 
that he has kept us out of 
i*eace, 
for like motiv es. 
And the 
foreign 
commitments that hav e grown out 
of such a policy are the ones 
that 
Cox has had to pledge himself to as 
the price^of Administration support,

CATECHISM ON REGISTRATION 


For the information of-the v otbrs 
of this county, The Daily Republican 
prints the following questions about 
registration for v oting in Nov ember, 
and the answers to the 
questions. 
The following information was pre­ 
pared especially for the 
benefit of 
those who do not clearly understand 
the registration requirements, 
and 
should be carefully studied. 
It should be borne in mind that 
-ev eryone who expects to v ote on No­ 
v ember 2nd must register; and it al­ 
so must be remembered that no one 
can register after October 4th. The 
only safe plan is to register at once 
in one of the ways described in the 
following paragraphs. 
What are the qualifications of a 
v oter ? 
He or she must 
be 
twenty-one 
years old or ov er, must liv e in the 
United States a year or more, liv e in 
Indiana six inonthsPbr more, liv e in 
the township sixty days or more, liv e 
in the precinct thirty dasrs qr more. 
Is it best to register on the first 
date, September 4th? 
Yes. If you should mov e to anoth­ 
er precinct you can register again 
on October 4th. 
Does the v oter hav e to go to the 
registration place* on 
registration 
dav ? 
% 
No. The v oter can fill out his ap­ 
plication and swear to it 
before a 
Notary' Public, t*r hav e twro v oters 
of the precinct sign it, certifying 
that the statements made in the ap­ 
plication are true, and send it to the 
county auditor or hand it to the Re­ 
publican 
or 
Democratic 
precinct 
committeeman, or some v oter of the 
precinct to l*e filed on 
registration 
day. 
Can a v oter get a blank and fill it 
out abend of the registration date ? 
Yck. Address the county 
auditor 
or call on the Republican or Demo­ 
cratic precinct committeeman, or in­ 
quire at your 
nearest 
drug-store. 
The application when made out can 
be sent to the county auditor, or left 
with either precinct committeeman, 
or some v oter of the precinct, 
who 
can file it on registration day.

I Yes. Ask for a 
blank from

No. In that case simply take your 
blank, or get one at the registration 
place, and fill it out.

Can a foreign horn resident regis­ 
ter ? 
Yes, if he has been naturalized or 
has declared hi.s intention of taking 
out his first papers.

naturalized 
v oter uses the pink or blue applica­ 
tion blank, and the one who has de­ 
clared his intention uses the yellow 
blank. 
Are the wife and children 
bom 
before coming to this country 
(If 
twenty-one years old) of a foreign 
born eligible Jo register?

has been naturalized. But not if he 
has only declared his intentions, or 
has not taken out his first papers. 
Can a foreign bom woman m ar­ 
ried to a nativ e born man register?

a conciliatory mood. 
The clash between American con­ 
sumers and German ]w>rducers dates

Then camp Ivapp 
and upset industry and the govern­ 
ment. Subsequently , the workers in

in getting the people

.French-Capper Truth in Fabric Bill,

Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committees of both branches of 
Congress at adjournment. If enact­

retary of the Wyoming Wool Grow­

river, '“there will soon be no 
wool grown,, in the United States to 
supply their demand 
and no khecp 
for food purposes either. Sheep men 
canno) continue 
to 
grow sheep, if 
the textile manufacturers

buy their wool'hi a living profit.” 
His remarks were strongly sec­ 
onded by J. F. Walker, president of 
the Fleece Wool States’ Association 
and chairman of the Wool Commit

States three pounds of virgin w 
per capita. I remember a short time 
ago visiting a certain 
woolen mill.

Tokyo, Aug. 1, (By Mail)—While 


for some years the poor health of 
the emperor Yoshibito has been sub 
ject of serious concern to his sub- 
jects, and while it has often been 
rumored that he was far more ser- 
iously ill than proved to be the case 
it is ~ evident that 
during recem 


weeks hia condition has become fair- 
ly serious. 


During the past' week rumors have 


several times had it that the emperor 
had died. Such reports gain cred- 
ence owing to. the fact that in Japan 
the death of in illustrious person 
is often concealed for many days. 
One of the first 
. indications that 


matters were becoming serious was 
the announcement that the Lady Ai- 
ko Yangahara Niina. Tsubone, the 
emperor's motherj has gone to- the 
great shrine at Ise, to pray for .his 
health. One daring newspaper even 
stated that the emperor was suffer- 
ing \from brain trouble, as has been 
quite generally reported, hut this 
paper was very soon visited by the 
poHee. It Is understood thatnt has 
teen warned that a s,eeond'offense'of 
iis kind will result in its suspension 
for, good. -

To Colonel House, writing in the 


Phila/delpMa Public Ledger, we art 
indebted, for the revelation that it 
was Wijsop and Wilson's league, 
scheme that kept us and the whole 
world out of pe&ee with Germany. 
After the armistice it, was proposed 
in Paris th"at a working- peace treaty 
be drawn at once. It was not intend- 
ed to ftR in. all the details, -but to 
conclude an agreement on the board 
essentials that would at once show 
the world where it stood, and enable 
it to get back to work. 


Colonel House says rightly that 


this was the obvious thing to do. 
With an immense and vietorius army 
to back them tap, the "allies would 
have had no trouble, he ppints out, 
in bringing Germany to an immediate 
settlement. Out of his knowledge of 
the facts'—which is, of course, un- 
questioned—he says positively that 
peace could have been declared be- 
fore Christmas of 1918. 


Colonel ,House does not need to 


tell us why thte desirable action was 
not taken. We know that Wilson, ob- 
sessed witH a vision of-himself as 
the savior of the world and the dic- 
tator of its future happiness, had to 
force a halt until he could go to Eu- 
rope in fitting pomp, and that after 
he arrived in Paris the essential bur 
siness of making peace had to wait 
until he could graft on the treaty 
his pet project 
.

Can any reasonable man doubt 


that a treaty containing . the same 
essentials of peace between Ger- 
many and the allies .that appeared 
in the 'final draft at Versailles could 
have -been ready a month after the 
signing" of the 'armistice! Disposi- 
tion of the skull of the Sultan Oga- 
wa might have had to wait, but 
much more important items than 
this are waiting still. Colonel House 
—a first class -authority—says- it 
could have beea done, and ought to 
have been done. 


But, Wilson stopped it so that he 


might 'force incorporation 'of his 
league plan, a stratagem by which 
he hoped to compel its adoption lay 
the United States. But though the 
^American people would have 
ap- 


proved a plain peace treaty immed- 
iately, the overburden of the league 
was too much for it to swallow. And 
as it could not. disentangle the two 
it was compelled to reject the trea- 
ty. Thus Wilson's course,' and • not 
the attitude of the Senate, is respon- 
sible for the failure of the treaty.

registration for voting in November, 
and the answers to the questions. 
The following information wa's pre- 
iared especially for the

hose who do not clearly understand 
;he registration requirements, 
and 


should be carefully studied. 


It should be borne in mind that 


iveryone who expects to vote on No- 
vember 2nd must register; and ifal-' 
so must be remembered that no one. 
can register after October 4th. The 
only'safe plan is to register at once 
in one of the ways described in the 
following paragraphs. 


What are the qualifications of a 


voter? 


He or she must be twenty-one 


years old or over, must live in the 
United' States a year or more, live in 
Indiana six months~0r more, live in 
the township sixty days or more, live 
in the precinct thirty das's gr more. 


Is it best to register on the first 


date, September ^thf- 


Yes.'lf you should move to anoth- 


er precinct you can register again, 
on October 4th. 


Does the voter have to go to the 


registration place* on 
registration 


day? 


No. The voter can fill out his ap- 


plication and swear to it before a 
Notary Public, or have > two voters 
of the precinct sign it, certifying 
that the statements made in the ap- 
pKeation are true, and send it to the 
county'audit or or hand it to the Re- 
publican of Democratic precinct 
committeemah, or some voter of the 
precinct to be filed on registration 
day.
